Somewhere along in the early 
part of 1914, I didn’t have any- 
thing else to do, so I went to New 
Orleans, and while I was loafing 
around somebody asked me, “Will 
you box Harry Wills?” and I said, 
“Sure—who is he?” and they told 
mé he was a big black boy, awfully 
green but mighty tough. 


We went 10 rounds no-decision 
-—and that satisfied me. For that 
Wills sure was a powerful »bzeby 
and he was developing fast. He 
was only 20 or 21 then, but he 
knew quite a few tricks about 
fighting and he was one of those 
learning kind. 


After that Wills went to tha Pa- 
cific Coast and made quits a hit 
out there. Pretty soon he ran out 
of opponents. Then Tom Mcarey, 
a matchmaker, thought about me, 
and asked Wills if he wanted to 
fight me. Harry said, “Yes.” Carey 
telegraphed me and I wires “Yes,” 
and jumped out to the coast, and 
both of us got down to hardtrain- 
ing. I knew I’d have to be in 
Shape to get that boy. 

The fight, which took place late 
in 1914, was to go 20 rounds. 

Harry’s Swing Didn’t Miss.

his twenty-first birthday and came into possess 
of the family fortune of $6,000,000 to $7,000,¢ 


ig the fifth possessor of the wealth to die she 


after becoming its sole owner. He was “the lag 
the McClintocks,” though he had hoped to cont 
the family name. 

The young man was to be married to Miss Isak 
Pope of Wilmette, a fashion- | 
able suburb of Chicago, but 
“the hoodoo” intervened less 
than a week prior to the date 
set for the wedding. Instead 


of being a happy bridegroom, the young millionz 
was dead and buried; and his fiancee, who well 
broke down at the graveside, wore mourning ins 
of the bridal veil. 

“The fatal fortune’ people call the McClir 
millions. The theory of the superstitious is th 
possession is a direct invitation to death. Since 
fifth “hoodoo fatality’’ was registered, many pe 
have been speculating as to whether the asst 
jll-fortune now will fall upon the beneficiarie 

By his will, filed shortly after the funeral, y 
McClintock leaves to his bereaved fiancee $80 
year as long as she lives. The remainder of 
estate goes to William D. Shepherd of Kenilw 
near Chicago. The testator states in the docu 
that Mr. and Mrs. Shepherd had “at all times 
in all manners all that parents could be to me.” 
Shepherd is made executor of the estate. 

The McClintock millions, then, save for the 
paratively small part set aside for Miss Pope, re 
intact: but for the first time the “fatal fortune” 
ifto the possession of a person not connecte 
marriage or birth with the regular family line. 
who pay attention to such matters are wond 
now if this disposition of the estate will serve te 
solve the assumed ‘“‘hoodoo.”

He was “‘the last of 
the McClintocks,” though he had hoped to continue

The young man was to be married to Miss Isabelle

of being a happy bridegroom, the young millionaire 
was dead and buried; and his fiancee, who wellnigh 
broke down at the graveside, wore mourning instead 
of the bridal veil.

“As the robber was marching Messenger Bushnell 
up front the negro porter in one of the sleepers re- 
marked to the passengers who happened to be 
awake: ‘If any o’ you gents got a gun, now's the 
time to take a crack at that fellow in the back o’ 
his haid.” ‘Hush! Do you want to get ail of us 
killed?’ a passenger admonished the porter. The 
porter hushed. 

“Once back in our car, the robbers got busy. The 
U. S. Express safe was opened with the key, and 
the cash was taken out and placed in a long wheat 
sack carried by one of the outlaws. Then the leader 
of the gang turned to the Adams Express safe. 
“Here, where’s the key to this?’ he demanded, look- 
ing fiercely at Bushnell. 

“*I don’t know,’ replied the messenger. Bush- 
nell went on to explain in some detail that the safe 
was merely being shipped through, locked. Finally 
the robbers seemed to conclude that he was telling 
the truth——which, in fact, he was. One of the men, 
a wiry fellow of medium sizé, who seemed to have 
a lot of initiative, skipped ahead to the engine tend- 
er. He got the fireman's coal hammer, or pick, 
and brought it into the car. He tried to break the 
hinges with the hammer, but failed. Then he gave 
the door of the safe several sharp, digging blows 
with the pointed end of the coal pick. This appeared 
to have little or no effect on the metal. 

“A bigger bandit, with a fist like a ham, seized 
the pick and dealt several blows. At last he made 
an opening. After a dozen or more hard licks he 
stopped and tried to thrust his hand through the 
ragged hole. He lost some of his skin, I fancy. 

“Then the smaller feliow brushed him aside. ‘f! 
wear a No. 7 glove and can get my hand in where 
yours won't go,’ he said. The hole was a fairly 
good fit for a No, 7 fist. The fellow stuck in his 
arm as far as he could and found a leather pouch 
containing money.

The robber, 
satisfied that we had not poisoned the supply, drank 
heartily. His confederates did likewise. 

“The man guarding the outside of our car was 
erowing impatient. ‘Hurry up in there!" he would 
cry. “What's the matter? Won't that fellow give 
you the key? Shoot the son of a gun, then!’ But 
the inside workers continued about their business, 
caimiy enough to keep their heads. 

“The man who seemed to be the leader of the 
gang asked me what was in the other express car. I 
explained that it was a car from the Katy road and 
I didn’t know what was in it—-just a lot of freight 
stuff, no doubt, going by express. He insisted that I 
unlock the door and take him into 
that car. The key to my car fit 
the lock, so I opened it on demand 
and threat. We went in, and the 
robber looked around. Satisfying 
himself that there was nothing the 
gang could use to advantage, he re- 
turned to the other ear. 

“The robbers’ now were through 
their work, but one of them re- 
marked that they ought to go back 
and hold up the passengers. ‘I 
want to get me a good super,’ he 
explained. meaning a watch.

S EARTH'S family, consisting now of the fa- 
milia. :200n and suspected to include another 
and very tiny moon as well, about to be in- 
ereased in number?

These questions have been raised as the result of 
an interesting discovery, first announced by Dr. 
Baade of Hamburg University on Oct. 27. This Ger- 
man astronomer reported that, in the constellation 
Pegasus, he had seen a new object of the tenth mag- 

nitude and planetary in aspect. Because of the 
speed at which it was moving, Dr. Baade sus- 
pected it to be a comet. 

A day or two later the hitherto unknown ce- 
lestial body was photographed by the Yerkes 
Observatory of the University of Chicago, at 
Williams Bar, Wis. The pictures proved con- 
clusiv_ly that it was not a comet but an aster- 
oid, or minor planet. 

Prof. E. B. Frost of Yerkes Observatory esti- 
mated its diameter at less than 50 miles. It is, 
of course, quite invisible to the naked eye. The 
finding of relatively small bodies of matter in 
the skv—asteroids or planetoids—has occurred 
many times. The peculiar interest of the most 
receut discovery is in the proximity of the new-

It 
is of the tenth magnitude and is visible only in a tel- 
escope. It is an interesting object, whether it may 
prove to be a planet or a comet, by reason of its 
nearness to the earth. 

“There are mahy hundreds of smal? planets await- 
ing diseovery. They range in diameter from a few 
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miles to a few hundred feet. The 
suspected miniature moon of the 
earth may have been one such little 
planet prior to its supposed capture 
by terrestrial gravitation.’’ 

The accompanying diagram illus- 
trates the theory of this supposed 
capture. The small planet, coming 
from nobody knows whaf mysteri- 
ous depths of space, traveled on a 
path of that oval shape which is 
the choice, or the stern obligation, 
rather, of so many heavenly bodies.
